Shortage of sardines this sp ring Is 
exp ected to result from the severity 
of the p ast winter. 
Storms and great 
masses of floating ice have destroyed 
hundreds of sardine weirs, according 
to Henry S. Culver, United States con­ 
sul at New Brunswick, who says in a 
commerce rep ort that even the weirs 
in>t wholly destroyed are so badly dam­ 
aged tluit it may not be p ossible to 
use them this sp ring. 
There will be p ractically no catch 
of sardines this sp ring on the New 
Brunswick coast. 
The weirs may not 
lie in condition for use until summer, 
and the catch for the year will p rob­ 
ably be smaller than in any recent 
years. The p ast winter is said to have 
been the most severe the New; Bruns­ 
wick country has seen in 40 years.
